The Division of City Utilities, through the Board of Public Works, shall annually 
determine the need for and feasibility of operating a yard waste recycling facility at 
5510 Lake Avenue open for use by the public during months when disposal of 
vegetative matter is a concern. If it is determined such a service should be made 
available, the Board of Works shall establish the calendar schedule for that year by 
resolution. 


Sec. 50.13 Fees. 


The following fees are established for users of the City’s yard waste recycling 
facility located at 5510 Lake Avenue, when it is deemed feasible to operate a site 
open to the public: 


A. Residential Bags (customers driving a car, mini-van or pick-up truck) 

$ 1.00 for 4 bags or less per visit. A bag is defined as a 30 gallon trash bag or 
smaller. 

$ 0.50 for each additional bag over 4 bags. 


B. Residential Loose Material 
$ 1.00 for loose material up to 250 lbs. 
$17.00 per ton 250 lbs. and over. 
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C. Non-Residential (all other vehicles) 
All commercial material shall be weighed. 
$17.00 per ton. 


Sec. 50.14 Enterprise Fund. 


Fees generated under paragraph 50.13 shall be deposited into an enterprise fund 
established by City Utilities for the sole purpose of operating the yard waste 
recycling facility. Funds received from the Allen County Solid Waste District as 
partial reimbursement of City Utilities operating expenses shall also be deposited to 
this account. Any shortfall in the enterprise fund necessary to cover City Utilities’ 
operating expenses in connection with the site shall be reimbursed to City Utilities 
from an appropriate Civil City account. 

SECTION 2. The invalidity of any section, sentence, clause, paragraph, part 
or provision of this Ordinance shall not affect the validity of any other section, 
sentence, clause, paragraph, part or provision of this Ordinance which can be given 
meaning without such invalid part or parts.

RE: AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE SOLID WASTE ORDINANCE 


For at least the current summer season, City Utilities has agreed to continue operating the yard waste recycling site previously 
established by the Allen County Solid Waste District at the Sludge Lagoons located at 5510 Lake Avenue. As this is City Utilities’ first 
experience with operating such a program, it is unknown what the operating expenses will ultimately be for the season. However, City 
Utilities needs some means of recouping these operating expenses. 


Agreement has been reached with the Allen County Solid Waste District whereby seventy-five percent (75%) of City Utilities’ operating 
expenses, up to a maximum of One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00), will be reimbursed by the District to City Utilities. The 
purpose of this Ordinance is to establish nominal fees to be paid by users of the yard waste recycling site, which will hopefully fund the 
remaining twenty-five percent (25%) of City Utilities’ operating expenses this year. 


Another important reason for establishing fees for use of the site if that National Serv-All also operates one where fees are charged. City 
Utilities fears if it offers this service for free, or at a cost significantly lower than National Sery-All, individuals wishing to dispose of 
vegetative matter at such a site will come to the City facility. 


By contract with the Allen County Solid Waste District, the City and City Utilities have agreed to operate the yard waste recycling site 
from April 1, 1997 through November 30, 1997. This Ordinance provides for evaluation of the operation of the site prior to spring of 
1998 to determine whether the City should continue to operate the site open to the public, or whether residents would have to rely on 
the yard waste pickup provided in conjunction with their trash service, or other commercial compost facilities in the area.
